not involve the question whether 
state officials could legally accfpt 
the 
federal 
appointments. They 
also avoided an opinion on the ad- 
visability of. the policy laid down 
by the president's otder. 
'The decision, holding the order 
itself legal, however, was approved 
by four members of the court. Sen- 
ator King, democrat of Ut&h. an- 
nounced lie would file a ^minority 
report, holding the order ^'improp-, 
cr," although not unconstitutional. 


The discovery of a precednt for 


the president's action in the first 
law ever enacted by the American 
congress, it was said, swayed th^ 
committee's decision as much as 
the opinions rendered by the Sc- 
prem ecourt. Tins, law, which re- 
mains on the present statutes as 
Section 1014, authorizes state offi- 
cials to make arrests for infringe- 
ments against the United States.

paid by the Woodlawn Dairy of 
Zilncoln, for Grahainholm Pauline 
Colantha Lad. who was purchased 
at a price of $2,225.

old ia one of the most richly bred 
calves of the Holstein breed ever 
sold In America. High production 
and splendid conformation are found 
on both sides of the family behind 
this animal. His dam has a yearly 
record of 1426.75 pounds of'butter

world's record when made, and his 
sire'* dam has a record of 1291.6 
pounds from 81,811 pounds of milk 
in 144 days.

League of Nations 
Experts Use Dodges 


For Trip to Persia 


When officials of the League of 


Nations left Geneva recently to visit 
the Near East and obtain informa- 
tion at first hand on the growth of 
the poppy plant, from which opium 
Is produced, Dodge Brothers Motor 
cars played an important part in the 
dangerous and highly exasperating 
task.

the hill to the campus and that his 
whole life was to be In the Orient. 
T,hlrty-s!x years a«o he became 


a member rf the faculty of Dos- 
hlsha university in Kjota, Japan 
Doshisha, meaning the one purpose 
school, is the oldest Christian col- 
lege in Japan/having been founded 
fifty yea-v. ago last November. 


For ten years Mr. CurtAs 
re- 
mained at the university, and that 
ferlod Wis followed 
by 
fifteen 
years in the "deep snow region" of 
Japan. 
Although Japan Is often 


considered a tropical country, Mr. 
urtiss ha* many times seen six 


feet of snow on the level, in the 
northein part. 
While in the "deep snow region" 


Mr. Curtiss was a touring mission- 
ary, aiding the church in opening 
new missions in the country dis- 
tricts.

tion at least for a time. 


If that balance has not been reached, the time will 


come when capital and labor will again become in- 
volved in a stubborn fight, th* laborer* demanding ;i ' 
greater proportionate share of earnings, the capitalists 
maintaining that the workers are not entitled to more. 
and each faction thoroughly convinced of t^ie justice 
of it* claims. 


Yet, even in that rather hypothetical case. If such 


a law as the Watson-Parker meaaure 1* honestly tried 
out,' in all probability the possibility of ceasing pro- 
duction will occur to the opponents In the industrial 
war only as a recourse to be sought when all other 
mean* seem unavailing.

Law, and the respect and 


veneration accorded it is indissolvably linked with the 
destiny of a nation or a people. When those who are 
responsible for law cease to have confidence in justice, 
then ruin stretches ahead. 
* * * 


This Is the sobering thought which impresses 


when one reads of law enforcement in Nebraska since 
1920. 


Nine people have been slain by peace officers in 


this state In the brief span of five years. Some of the 
victims of over-zealous .officials were peaceful, law- 
abiding citizens, engraved in no -wrong-doing. Others 
were suspected of petty misdemeanors but certainly 
engaged In nothing which -warranted the harsh mea- 
sures resorted to by the enforcement officers. 


In the same period ten Nebraskans were seriously 


and painfully wounded by men sworn, to uphold the 
law. 


Official lawlessness has become nearly as grave a. 


menace to the welfare of American institutions as the 
constantly growing criminal class who prey upon socie- 
ty. For years we have been countenancing lawless acts 
upon the part of those who administer law as en- 
forcement 
officers. 
Witness the assault upon the 


sanctity of the home. In every community in Ameri- 
ca, officers of the law have deliberately and wilfully 
ignored the 
constitutional provisions of entry and 


search in the conduct of raids. They have repeatedly 
broken into homes -without warrant and in gross viola- 
tion of the rights of the owners. Witness the mani- 
fest abuse by police officers of bond. There are few 
crimes in the calendar which do not permit the ac- 
cused to secure his release upon bond pending trial. 
And yet men are arrested, and thrown Into jail, and 
forcibly detained for hours, and even for days, without 
an opportunity to confer with their relatives and 
friends and any legal counsel which thev may desire. 
This is not law; it Is lawlessness. It is a type of vio- 
lence no less inimical to American institutions than 
the acts which drive officers to ruthless, dangerous 
lengths. 
* • • 


The effort to Instill treater respect-for law must 


be two-sided. 


The criminal must bo curbed. 
The officer, who takes an oath to support the con- 


stitution and the laws of his country must be made 
to understand that even his laudable mission does not 
PXCUSC him in breaking any of the statutes in the per- 
formance of his duties. 


The example of official lawlessness is infinitely 


worse than the acts of the hardened criminal. The lat- 
ter is an enemy of society. He honors no law; obeys 
no law. His creed is the law of the jungle. He may 
be expected to steal and rob and kill because he has 
forsaken the restraint of law. But the officer is a 
friend of law. His badge and his uniform are symbols 
of its majesty and its justice. When he strikes at it, 
its foundations topple and its perpetuity is endangered. 


These shootings in Nebraska in the last five years 


are a fearful blot on justice. They are a momument 
to official stupidity, carelessness and recklessness. 
They must stop even at a cost of the complete reor- 
ganizatiqn of police methods. The first step in this 
is a recognition that officers must obey the laws they 
enforce. 


the. will of Great Britain and to permit the importation 
of opium from India. It Is true that China was import- 
ing opium from India to the extent of 7,250,000 pound* 
annually in 1900, but at the same time the domestic pro- 
duction of opium in China had mounted to $5,000,000 
pounds.

ITS FIRST TEST. 


The new Watson-Parker railway labor bill is to 


receive Its first test 
Eight thousand trainmen of 


eastern railroads have asked a. 20 per cent wage In- 
crease and have, been refused by the carriers. If the 
.measure accomplishes what is claimed for it, a new 
era in industrial life will certainly have been reached. 


Under the new law, the next step in the settlement 


of the disagreement will be appointment by President 
Coolidge oC a mediation board of five men. replacing- 
the abolished railroad labor boatd. To this new group 
arguments will be submitted. 


The significant provision, however, is that during 


the time of consideration by this board, there will he 
no interruption of train service, nor will any strike 
vote be taken. 


For years the public has suffered while employers 


and employes warred to the death over the division of 
the profits of their common occupation. Employes 
a^ked an increase to permit them to keep up their 
standard of living with the advancing price level. Em- 
ployers objected, and after some insistence on the part 
of the workers and equally determined opposition 
by the executives, matter* came to a showdown with 
some sort of a suspension of production—a strike or a 
lockout. 


"It seems that the railroad brotherhoods, under the 


guidance of more enlightened leaders, and the railroad 
executives, brought more into sympathy with the 
workers' problem of living happily while the number 
of luxuries and extra comforts available grows rapidly, 
have come to the point where they can amicably and 
disinterestedly consider their difference* and adjust 
them.

If 
the board decides the men are entitled to a larger 
wage, the railroads must consent to pay the highel-

HOG PRICES HIGH. 


Many years ago some friend of agriculture con- 


tributed the observation the hog was the most certain 
mortgage lifter. 


Now again we see a fulfillment of that old saying. 
Farming conditions have not been satisfactory in 


recent years. The nearest approach to it was In 1926, 
but in the main since the fall in prices late in 1920, 
the farmer has had a terrific burden to bear. The 
man who relied entirely upon grain crops to pull him 
through the ditch was in hard lines. One year his 
wheat was not compensatory. 
The next season corn 


prices were unsatisfactory. Usually he ended the year 
little better off than when he started It. 


The monthly survey of the federal agriculture de- 


partment contains this comment: 


"The hog market last month reached the highest 
point in six years. The price advance -was the great- 
est during any May in the last twenty-five years ex- 
cept for certain wartime Inflation year*. 
With the 
supply of hogs in sight for slaughter no greater than 
last year, with pork products in storage 27 percent or 
the equivalent to 1,500,000 hogs less than last year, 
lw>gs are in an extremely strong market position for 
the next five months. 


"The hog-corn price ratio is near the highest on 


record. -It ib dlstlnctlv time now for hog producers to 
bear in mind the violent down swing in prices that 
has been caused by over expansion under similar price 
relationships." 


The warning: is timely because the economic result 


of an oversupply of hogs will be to sharply depress 
the price. 


But since 1920 it can certainly be said without ex- 


aggeration that the hog has been a good friend of the 
Nebraska farmer. When corn was selling for 27 cents 
a bushel in 1922, hog prices were high. Hundreds of 
thousands of bushels of cheap Nebraska corn was put 
into pork and in this fashion the farmers in this state 
were able to realize a better price for their crop. How 
fully Nebraska farmers have come to reply upon the 
hogr to pull them out of the hole may be indicated by 
the fact that less than 26 percent of the total corn crop 
in this state is disposed of on the cash market. More 
than 70 percent of it Is fed and by far the largest pro- 
portion of this goes into pork. 


It would be perhaps more correct to say that the 


farmer who keeps busy through the twelve months 
of the year is the one who makes a success of farming. 
The agriculturalist who feeds hogs is not a six month's 
worker. He is busy throughout the entire year. With 
his bunch of hogs, his flock of chickens and his herd 
of dairy cows, he has no serious cause for alarm. H« 
knows that in ordinary times these three will produce 
a living for him.

Returned to Hobby.

But in all those 
years he has been a violin maker 
at heart, and to that delicate occu- 
pation he returned. 


Forty-six years ago he made his 
first violin. And it Is yet his mosl 
treasured instrument. 
That boy didn't know a great 


deal about making violins, and he 
had nothing but desire and a Jack 
knife for his tools, but he made an 
instrument withfti sweet and mel- 
low tone, that has given its mel- 
odies for nearly half a century. 


Through what inheritance .the 
farm boy has his desire for making 
the instruments with the sweetest 
tones in the world, Mr. Seymour 
can not say. 


The southern Indiana of his day 
was an 
Isolated, and 
therefore 
rather backward, community. Tim 
little village set in the midst of 
the farm lands had no railroad. 
Visitors were few, generally hnr<t 
working people, looking for a new 
home, and careless or ignorant of 
the arts. 


Fascinated by Violin. 
Prom what remote ancestor the 
boy acquired hi^ love of violins, 
their very form and beauty un- 
known to him for years, can never 
be known. 


"The only thing I know Is that 


it ran in my father's family to be 
ingenuous with tools." 


A rather practical theory—but 
there are more obvious trades than 
violin making which might develop 
from tool ingenuity. 


When Mr. Symour saw his first 


violin, he was enchanted by tin* 
beauty of the lines and curves. 
The instrument fascinated 
him, 
"gripped me," 'he says, and he de- 
termined to have one for himself, 
He secured an old instrument for 
his use, and learned to play sim- 
ple tunes from the country fiddlers 
Later he procured a music book, 
and learned the notes, the little 
black and white things that had 
been so strange to him. 


Makes Own Violin. 
Not only did he play the old 


instrument, but he> studied every 
curve, every mark, every scroll 
of the body. And he determined 
to make his own violin. 


He carved the frame from an 


old block of wood—and to this day, 
Mr. Seymour shapes all his instru- 
ments free hand—and gouged out 
the interior with his jack knife. It 
took long hours of shaping and 
smoothing, but it was a loved task 
and time meant little. 


The tail piece he made of osaare 
orange, and the perllng groove Iv; 
cut out with his jack knife, as he 
cut the thin little strip to Inlay 
Into the groove. He also Inlaid a

First Taught School. 
At the close of his college days 
became a teacher and taught 


or fifteen years. His first school 
n Nebraska was a • rural one in 
Sherman county, followed by other 
•ural teaching In Valley and Sew- 
ard county. Mr. 
Seymour 
was 
Tincipal at Stapleh'urst and sup- 
rintendent at Wood River and at 
St. Paul. For a time he was in 
harge of the normal department a t 
he Beatrice business and normal 
ollege. 
Mr. Seymour came to Lincoln 


rom St. Paul, and has spent the 
most of the last twenty-five years 
icre, with his violin making. He 
ocs practically all the work by 
and, 
although he has invented a 


•nachinc for taking out the hard 
,-ood on the interior of the frame 
nd for making the little groove 
or 
perllng. A small 
motor, 
a 
peedometrr chain with a flexible 
rank, and varying size saws, all 
f them small, comprise the most 
f his machinery. 
The top of each violin is made 
f spruce from the Cascade moun- 
ains and the back of each of hard 
maple. The maple is generally im- 
orted, but Mr. Seymour says he 
as seen just as fine grained do- 
icstic maple being used for stove 


wood as can be secured from any 
part of the world. The finest fin- 
ish for a violin, in Mr. Seymour's 
opinion, is the simple scroll. How- 
ever, he has . one in his collection 
with a most perfect reproduction 
of the head of Beethoven instead 
of the scroll. Whether the scroll or 
some more ornate finish, Mr. Sey- 
mour does it free hand. 


Between August 6 and August 21. 


1925, 
Mr. Seymour completed 
a 


violin, which' is a record for his 
own construction. Did he do noth- 
ing else, he could complete two a 
month, but he has never tried to 
keep 
such a furious 
pace. 
He 
wants each one to be a little bet- 
ter than the one before—to be the 
finest bit of his craftsmanship— 
and speed and expert violin mak- 
ing do not go hand in hand. 


Mr. Seymour has 
made 
fifty- 
three violins. During the years of 
his school work, he did not 'build 
any, 
but he continued to perfect 


himself by studying and reading 
on the art of violin making. 
He 
has a complete history of each In- 
strument, its number, color, wood, 
quality of tone, to whom sold, the 
purpose, and its subsequent history. 


Violin making is a subtle thin?. 
Even the greatest care and devo- 
tion do not always make the in- 
strument 
the 
perfect 
thing- the 
maker would have it. 


"You 
can tell about the quality 


of the wood, but you can't tell ju*t 
what things in the wood affect the 
tone.

He couldn't obto.'n 
a theatre for evening performances 
And although he went to neighbor- 
ing cities and gave Shakespearian 
matinees that paid, he coudln't go* 
regular, bookings on the road. I 
wasn't until 1920 that he finallj 
was able to take the road with reg- 
ular bookings in Shapespearian re- 
pertoire. 
Then, 
of course, the 
managers 


and producers flocked after him 
Byt they weren't necessary to hiri 
He obtained his own theatre in 
New York and his own bookings 
elsewhere. 
He had become the 
leading classical actor in America. 


Ettt it was in England, not 
In 
America, that Hampden had fitter 
himself for his career. And it was 
in England that he was first dis 
covered. 
Walter Hampden was born 
ir 
Brooklyn, the son of a prominent 
lawyer, J. Hampden Dougherty. He 
was educated at Brooklyn Poly 
technic and later at Harvard, but 
cut short his courses there to tto 
to Paris to study vocal music and 
the cello. 
In Paris he became convinced 
that hi.s future did n'ot lie in the 
\vorld of music and he decided tv> 
turn tc the stage. 


Turned to Stage. 


At Harvard he once had rea'd an 
article about the. repertoire com- 
panies 
of England 
and of 
the 
splendid training young actors re- 
ceived in them. Chief among these 
were the Frank R. Benson Shakes- 
pearian company. Hampden went 
:o London to see Benson.

Somewhere In New York City Is 


the office of tho 
national 
Play- 
ground and Recreation association 
of America and somewhere In its 
latest year book Is the name "Lin- 
coln" as one of the 741 cities In tho 
United Elates 
which has a year- 


round recreations system. 


These playgrounds will open Jane 


7 at the Bancroft, Bryant, Capitol, 
Elliott 
and 
Saratoga schools, F 
street 
park, 
Pentzer playground, 


WJilttler, Normal, 
Belmont 
and 


Willard schools. 
Every youngster In Lincoln may 


play on these summer playgrounds, 
under the direct supei vision of a 
playground worker. 
There will be baseball, basket- 


ball, sand box play 
for the tiny 


ones, tournaments, kite flying, jack 
stones, roller skating races, push- 
mobile races—those queer looking 
trucks which all small boys manu- 
facture out of perfectly good wag- 
ons—animals and dolls to be made 
from old cigar boxes with scroll 
saws. 
In short, there will not be many 


activities which both small 
boys 


• and girls and large girls and boys 
like, that will be left out of the ac- 
tivities planned by the recreation 
board. 
This board consists of two mem- 
bers of the city council, the mayor 
and {he park 
commissioner, 
the 


president of the school board and 
the superintendent of schools and 
three, citizens, who this year hap- 
pen te be Dr. J. Stanley Welch, O. 
J. Fee and Mrs. Fred Easterday 


This is the tenth year for buper- 


vi»ed recreation 
in 
Lincoln 
In1 


1917, the board of education decid- 
ed to convert F street park into a 
summer playground with a super- 
\-isor in charge. From the experi- 
ence in other cities it had 
been 


found that children would not come 
over six blocks to a playground, so 
with this in mind, the board se- 
lected its locations. 


For instance, in 
the Antelope 


park district, there are about sev- 
enty children in the radius of six 
blocks, while at F sueet paik thei« 
are 700. The board decided upon !«' 
street park as the fiist venture in 
this line. 


Need Eleven Grounds. 


Little by little the project grew, 


until this summer there is a real 
need of the 
eleven 
plajgrounds 


Earl Johnson, supervisor of physi- 
cal training and recreation of the 
public schools, is the director of ac- 
tivities, with Miss Erna Bunke ,'as 
assistant director. 


The playgrounds are financed by 


the city and the school board. This 
year the city donated $1600 for the 
cause and the board $2000. 
This 


money will be used in paying the 
salaries of the 
workers on 
the 


grounds and for any small equip- 
ment which may bo needed to car- 
ry out the summer projects 
The 


money will probably last for ten

Chester Scharmtnn was born at 


North Platte December 21. 1901, and 
he became totally deaf as a baby, 
due to an attack of spinal menin- 
gitis, which affected Tils auditory 
nerves. W.s parent*, Mi. and Mrs. 
C. F. Scharmann, did 
nrt 
know 


that their »on was deaf 
until he 


was two years of are, but when they 
dljcoverei the fact they at once de- 
cided that his opportunities should 
be as nearly equal to those of the 
normal child aa was possible, 


Just before his fifth birthday, a 


private teacher was employed to 
teach him the lip rending. It was a 
hard course for the bewildered little 
boy, for It was impossible to make 
him understand her purpose and to 
get him to watch her lips. Slowly, 
the child understood her efforts, and 
It was a very happy day when she 
becRme ceitaln that Chester could 
understand twenty-seven words. 


After two years with that teacher 
and a couple of more years with her 
successor, he entered Beals school 
In Omaha, one of the usual public 
schools of the clt/, where he was al- 
ways In classes with the hearing pu- 
pils. He 'was able to advance quite 
capably in Beals school, although he 
was not so very advanced in lip 
reading. The Omaha tornado oc- 
curred during his year In Omaha, 
and he attended the Nebraska school 
for the deaf for about one and one- 
half months, while the Beals build- 
ing was repaired. He finished the 
year at Beals. 
In Eastern School. 
The following two years, Chester 


attended the deaf oral department 
of the Parker practice school in 
hicago, where ."us 
parents had 


moved. He was a studnt in the Cen- 
tral Institute for the Deaf in St. 
Louis for the next two years. Thir- 
.een years old at the time of his 
entry he learned to swim and dive, 
and since that time has had a keen 
nterest in athletics. 
In the autumn of 1917, at the age 


of fifteen, Chester enrolled in the 
JlarKe 
school 
for the Deaf 
at 


N'orttiamphon, Mass , the oldest oral 
school for the deaf in the United 
States. In Clarke he was manager 
of the basketball team for one year 
and handled all the business of 
scheduling the games, paying the 
bills, and all of the many details of 
business connected with the team 
He received at the Clarke school 


a. medal annually awarded to the 
student showing the greatest gener- 
al improveir.enl, ard for the 4 years 
his schoolastic average -was approxi- 
mately ninety per cent, higher than 
that of any other student in the_en- 
tlre class 
A number of Clarke school gradu- 
ates have graduated from Harvard, 
Columbia, Michigan, Notre Dame, 
Carnegie tech, Clarke university. At 
the present time, former Clarke stu-

On October 11, 1924, Harry Krei- 


fels, 22, of Lincoln, was 
shot 
by 


Motorcycle Officer James Kennedy 
in Omaha. He lingered in a hospital 
until November 4, when he died. In 
the meantime he had brought suit 
for $25,000 damages against the of- 
ficer Kreifels and two other Lin- 
coln boys, A. L. Cease, and 
Otis 


Hull, had been stopped by the offi- 
cer, 
"Who said that he suspected 


them of having liquor "While Cease 
was being- searched Kreifels stalled 
to run and the officer shot him 


Charles Shaffer of Welfleet 
in 


Lincoln comity, was shot and mor- 
tally wtmnded by Special Deputy 
Sheriff C. L Cooper of that place 
on the nigrht of May 9, 1925 Cooper 
met Shaffer leading- a dance and 
told him to stop He stated that the 
youth threw away a qi.art bottle of 
liquor and started to run 
The of- 


ficer picked up the liquor and said 
that Shaffer was then coming- to- 
ward him. He told hni to stop and 
when he failed to do so he shot, the 
bullet penetrating- Shaffer's shoulder

bullet went clear through the) vic- 
tim'* b«4r> MYerlav the spinal cord. 
He wa*.taken to a hoslptal at North 
Platte.'where he lived until June SI, 
the lower portion of his body pa*.

James Jones, 22, was shot

Special Officer Ernest Galloway of 
Oakdale at Tllden, which was the 
boy's home, on July «. -1125. Qtllo- 
way had acquired some notoriety 
as a booie sleuth in his home town, 
and some had Invited him to rive 
an exhibition of his proweas at Tll- 
den. He stated that someone) had 
Informed him that some liquor was 
being burled on the outskirts of the 
town and he went to investigate. 
He s»w Jones and a companion, near 
their car and when he called upon 
them to halt they refused to do mo, 
thinking they were about to 
b« 


robbed. When they »ot Into the car 
and started to drive away 
he 


jumped on the running: board and 
started to shoot. 


Jones was shot through th«*left 
breast, the bullet touching th« up- 
per part of the lunr and g-olng- clear 
through ,the body. Indignation was 
Intense and Gallaway was taken to 
Columbus for safe keeping, a com- 
plaint of shooting wtlh Intent to kill 
being filed against him. 


The case of Herbert Cochran, 16, 


Columbus school boy. Is so recent as 
to be quite familiar to the people of 
the state. Cochran was shot and 
killed at Osceola on the night of 
March 20. 1926, by Special Deputy 
Sheriff Fred Lt Johnson, who la now 
serving a term Jn the penitentiary 
for the slaying of the boy, he hav- 
ing entered a plea of guilty to the 
charge. 


Cochran and a number of young 
companions had driven over

there the boys -were shooting- dice 
on a prominent street corner, to see 
who should have the refreshments 
to be purchased -with their remain- 
ing tneHe cents. When the officer 
approached they scattered and ran 
and Johnson, grabbing- one ot the 
girls by the wrist started in pursuit 
He shot and Cochran fell dead, a 32 
calibre bullet through his head. 


Johnson stated that the girl Jmng 


onto him »md that when he started 
to fire o\er the heads of the boys 
this caused his aim to be deflected 
but the other witnesses stated that 
he was dragging the girl So Intense 
•was the feeling: against the'officer 
that he was removed to York and to 
the state penitentiary to avoid vio- 
lence He pleaded guilty to rnan- 
slaughtei and was given a ten 3 eat 
term. 


This story tells of a part of the 


toll that has been exacted by law 
through Its chosen representatives 
In Nebraska during the past five 
years. There may be other cases 
equally as interesting 
that 
have 


failed to receive the attention, at- 
tracted by the ones here reviewed 
In any event the history here recited 
would seem to be quite sufficient 
to cause -the people of this state to
